G.5.R, 270(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 457 of the Merchant Shippirig Act, 1958, (44 of 
1958), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules to amend the Merchant Shipping (Continuous Discharge 
Certificate) Rules, 1993 namely :— 

1. (f) These rules may be called the Merchant Shipping 
(Continuous Discharge Certificate) for the Amend¬ 
ment Rules, 1995. 


1 ii) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the official Gazetted 

2, Tn the Merchant Shipping (Continuous Discharge Certi¬ 
ficate) Rules. 1993 thereinafter referred to as the raid rules), 
in rule 4,—- 

(a) in sub-rule (2), below clause (iv) the following Note 

shall be inserted, namely :— 

**Note> :—The date of birth as mentioned in the School 
Leaving Certificate shall be accepted as proof of 
evidence of date of birth of an applicant. In res>- 
pect of ex-Naval applicants, the date of birth indi¬ 
cated in Form No. Indian Navy 271 certificate shall 
be the proper documentary proof to this effect. 11 

(b) after sub-rule (7) t the following sub-rule shall he 

inserted', namely :— 

“(8) Not^wi th standing anyth mg cn nta in ed in sub -r u les (2) 
to (7), an applicant, who is a member of a Schedule Tribe 
in relation to the Union Territory of the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands or the Union Territory of Lakshadweep and 
is. of the age of not less than eighteen years and not more 
than thirty-five years, shall he eligible for obtaining a CDC 
if he— 

fi) has served in ihe capacity for which he seeks a CDC 
for not less than three years at sea within the pre¬ 
vious seven years proceeding the date of applica¬ 
tion ; 

(ii) has ^reduced evidence that he has reformed such sea 
service for a period of not less than three years ; 
and 

(iii) is in possession of a certificate in the prescribed form 
issued under the Merchant Shipping (Medical Exa¬ 
mine lion) Rules, 1986, lo the effect that he is 
medically fit to be employed on ships. 

3. In the said rules, for rule 5, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“5. Eligibility for Certificated Officers.— A citizen of 
India who is in possession of a valid' certificate of 
competency issued under section 78 of the Act or 
a certificate recognised under section 86 of the Act 
who has been declared successful in the final exa¬ 
mination of the three years B. Sc. (Nautical Science) 
Coum* at T. S. Chan^kya or who hns been declared 
rassed or exempted in Marine Engineer Officer 
Class II Part A Examination, is eligible to request 
for issue of a CDC, provided he is engaged on a 
ship in accordance with the provisions of the Act.”
